Akron Hunter Killed. 
At that time, George Ganther, 
lighthouse keeper at

was battling the elements in a rud­ 
derless power boat, with another 
crippled craft lashed to its side. 
In this boat was the body of Frank 
Ryan, 50, Uniontown, O., killed ac­ 
cidentally by his own shotgun Fri 
day night. 
Ryan, together with Ralph Nlcas- 
tro. Jake White and 8am Palumbo, 
all of Akron, and Martelle Walker 
of Port Clinton, had gone to the 
island on rn hunting trip 
Friday 
Ryan was killed as they were pre­ 
paring to leave. 
Taking the body with them, the 
Akron men and Walker started for 
the mainland, but soon their boat 
developed engine trouble.

New Arrangement* 
R eorganisation of the federal governm ent to save 
mouey tor taxpayers sounds better on the stum p than 
it possibly can in th* form of orders (rom the chiel 
executive's office. 
Nevertheless, President Hoover's 
drat exercise of the power given him in the eco­ 
nomy act of last session to regroup governm ental 
Agencies la a fact of considerable im portance to 
those who have made an Ideal of efficiency. 
W eeks ago the President prom ised that the exco 
live orders for rearranging federal agencies would 
be presented to congress im m ediately on Ila con 
vetting this month. 
He promised, also, that they 
would affect the whole vast field of the executive 
establishm ent. 
It is assum ed that those subm itted 
to congress in Friday's m essage represent fulfill­ 
ment of hts promise. 
There is, however, but little of the sensationalism 
the people had expected to find In Mr. Hoover's 
reorganisation plan.
